Fires Break Out. 


Four fierce fires and several smaller 


ones last night and this morning were 
Taging against the combined efforts of 
all of Washington’s fire-fighting equip- 
ment and apparatus from nearby Mary- 
land and Virginia. Two of the largest 
flames in the downtown section were 
brought under control about 2 o'clock, 
but just as they were apparently con- 
quered another conflagration broke out 
in the vicinity of North Capitol and H 
streets. ‘ 

Ten fire-fighting companies were 
dispatched from Baltimore to Wash- 
ington on a special train about 2:30 
this morning as additional calls con- 
tinued to tax the already exhausted 
fire-fighters of the District. They were 
given through service on the railroad 
and everything possible was done to 
expedite their journey. 

The four major blazes and the 
minor flames had caused damage estil- 


mated to run into hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Every fireman in the 


city was called to duty, and all but four 
of the local pieces of equipment were 
on duty at the downtown 
the Northeast blaze was discovered, 
Fourth Blaze Is Northeast. 


The fourth serious blaze broke out 


about 3:30 this morning in the grain | 


elevator of McDowell & Sons, on Eck- 
ington place*northeast, between Florida 
avenue and Q street. Three alarms has- 
tily summoned large quantities of ap- 
paratus, including the Baltimore com- 
panies which had arrived in the city 
only a few minutes before. 

The flames spread through the ele- 
vator and warehouse, and firemen were 
hampered in their work by bursting 
hose which had been under a tremend- 
ous pressure all through the night. The 
Water pressure, subjected to a like 
strain, was also running low as the fire- 
fighters battled against the fourth blaze. 

Chief of Police Edwin Hesse, at 4 
o’clock this morning, after the alarm 
came in from the McDowell play 
ordered special police guards moun 
on all big industrial and commerdgial 
Plants. The guards were formed 
reserves which had been on duty 
hours at the series of conflagrations’ 

Fire Marshal Seib early this sicrelies 
declared the fires the work of a py- 
romaniac. 

Inspector William Shelby, assistant 
superintendent of police, after a tour 
of the fires, declared at 3 o’clock that 
there was no doubt that the flames 
were of incendiary origin. He said that 
every policeman and detective had been 
assigned to the task of running down 
the person or persons responsible. 

Smoke and gas fumes in the down- 
town sections took heavy toll among 
the fire-fighters, more than 20 being 
taken to Emergency and Casualty hos- 
pitals, while additional men were 
treated on the scene of the fire. 


Early Morning Blaze in Northeast. 


The first Northeast fire was centered 
around the plant of the H. P. Pillsbury 
Feed & Coal Co., at 54 H street north- 
east, It was discovered about 2 o’¢lock 
this morning. 

The first fire started in Woolworth’s 
five and ten cent Store at 925 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue northwest, about 11 
o'clock, and. after a fifth alarm had 
been sounded on. cthie blaze, another 
broke out a block away in produce 
row, Starting in a building at 206 
Tenth street nerthwest. hree alarms 
were sounded on this call, and many 
pieces of: apparatus were sent from the 
Pennsylvania avenue blaze. The result 
was that these flames broke out anew 
and the apparatus had to be sent back 

Explosion of a gas main in the five 
and ten cent store played havoc with 
the firemen, more than a dozen being 
overcome by smoke and gas fumes.

Nine Imprisoned Below Sur- 
face by Collapse of Coal 
Pillar. 


Hazleton, Pa., Jan. 16 (A.P.).—Tap- 
pings heard in a mine slope in which 
nine men were entombed when a pillar 
of coal fell this afternoon spurred res- 
cue squads on tonight in the hope that 
all were still alive.

ROBBERY SEEN AS MOTIVE 


Police and headquarters detectives, 
operating under the direction of Lieut.

Charles 
Harris, colored, has been identified by 
Small as one of the men who robbed 


'him. Harris is held “for investigation” 
at the Elghth precinct.

Motor vehicle operations for trans- 
port of passengers and property over 
ublic highways should be regulated 
by cooperation of the Federal and State 
governments under supervision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, it 
was held yesterday in a special report 
terminating a Nation-wide investiga- 
tion. 

Leo J. «lynn, attorney examiner for 
the commission, who heard the evi- 
dence. recommended the _ regulatory 
system, and suggested legislation nec- 
essary to make it effective. Transpor- 
tation by motor vehicles dperating as 
common carriers is “ a well-established, 
useful and permanent factor in the 
Nation's transportation system,” Flynn's 
report said, while railroads, it added, 
have suffered from competition “they 
have no more economic right to any 
traffic than had the canals and stage 
coaches which once opposed railroad 
construction.” 

The report held that regulatory 
intervention by Government was neces- 
sary to avoid economically wasteful 
rivalries. It suggested that State regu- 
latory commissions take original juris- 
diction and that joint. boards repre- 


‘senting two or more States with repre-

New York Studio Supplies 
Music and Speeches When 
Circuits Fail:

Despite several breakdowns which at 
times threatened the success of the 
undertaking, official Washington yes- 
terday morning was able, by means of 
the radio through Station WRC, to 
catch some of the enthusiasm attending 
the remarkable reception being accord- 
ed President Coolidge in Havana. The 
President, however, judging from his 
voice, apparently was as calm as ever 
and at times was so deliberate in his 
speech that it seemed during some of 
the pauses between sentences that he 
had finished his address or the cable 
had broken down again. 

Perhaps the most interested group at 
the Capital was the audience of diplo- 
mats who had assembled at the Pan- 
American Union upon the impromptu 
invitation of Franklin P. Adams. Here 
in the eleventh hour, the Radio Corp- 
oration of America, under the direction 
of H. K. Zinnecker, had installed a re- 
ceiving set and speaker in the Beautiful 
Hall of the Americas. 

The guests included the Cuban 
delegation; Senor Don Alejandro 
Padilla, the Spanish Minister; Dr. 
Carlos F. Grisanti, the Venezuelan 
Minister; Senor Jose Coronado, Charge 
d’Affaires, Colombia; Senor Guillermo 
E. Gonzalez, Charge d’Affaires, Costa 
Rica; Dr. Hugo V. Pena, Secretary of 
the Legation, Uruguay; Dr. Arturo Pad- 
ro, former Counselor of the Cuban Em- 
bassy, and others. 


Spanish Music Appreciated. 


They assembled in the hall much the 
same as if they were to listen to the 
distinguished speakers in person and 
all stood during the playing of the 
Cuban and American national anthems. 

Apparently the Spanish music which 
was broadcast from WEAF in New York 
prior to the main hookup was very 
much to their taste, but when the 
Spanish announced at PWX, Havana, 
began to talk in their own tongue dl- 
rect from Cuba the guests smiled 
broadly and their satisfaction in the 
broadcast was apparent. 

The first voice heard from the Na- 
tional Theater, the scene of the festivi- 
ties in Havana, was that of Phillips 
Carlin, the radio announcer of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., but shortly 
thereafter, at 10:40 o'clock, the circuit 
failed. 

To fill in the gap the studio orches- 
tra in New York perhaps unconscious- 
ly but appropriately played “La Golon- 
drina,” which in Mexico and other 
Latin countries is frequently sung at 
the time guests depart and is equiva- 
lent to “farewell.” However, it wasn't 
farewell to the radio program, for at 
10:43 o’clock the connection was again 
established. The voice of President 
Machado of Cuba introducing President 
Coolidge was heard at 11:03 o'clock, 
but instead of allowing his full speech 
to come through in Spanish a transla- 
tion of it was read by Graham Mc- 
Namee from New York. 


Circuit Again Fails. 


However, at the conclusion of. Presi- 
dent Machado’s address something 
again went wrong, with the result that 
President Coolidge, then beginning the 
response, could hardly be heard. Final- 
ly the line went out altogether and 
once more the resourceful McNamee 
was brought into play from New York, 
this time to read the speech President 
Coolidge was then delivering. It was 
a coincidence ‘at at 11:25 o'clock 
when the circuits had been repaired and 
President Coolidge again came on, Mc- 
Namee had just about kept up with 
him. At any rate, it was fitted to- 
gether and the radio audience missed 
very little of the text. 


From then on President Coolidge’s | 


voice, despite the great distance it was 
being carried, was as faithfully repro- 
duced and sounded as if one had been 
listening to him speak at the Washing- 
ton Auditorium. The President fin- 
ished speaking at 11:54 o’clock, and the 
applause which greeted him was one 
of the most dramatic incidents of the 
broadcast. Finally, 


briefly ending the formal ceremonies. 

Apparently relieved to have the big 
job over with, Announcer Carlin then 
went into details as to the warmth of 
the reception accorded to the Presi- 
dent. At one plaza, he said, were as- 
sembled no less than 100,000 persons, 
and so enthusiastic were the citizens 
that they even cheered the American 
newspaper correspondents accompany- 
ing the President, which, of course, is 
going some.

Approximately 44 broadcasting sta- 
tions carried the hook-up in the United 
States; but by means of short waves 
through Westinghouse Station 8XK, at 
Pittsburgh, and General Electric Sta- 
tion 2XAD at Schenectady, the mes- 
sages of the two Presidents were very 
likely carried to South America and 
probably to remote parts of the Globe. 
It may take weeks, even months, to as- 
certain how far these miraculous short 
waves were heard. On the other hand, 
they are very temperamental, so to 
speak, and, depending upon atmos- 
pheric conditions sometimes, instead of 
getting around the world as expected, 
they don’t get anywhere or too far to 
ever be heard from. 


Allotted Time Excecded.

An attitude of 
peace and good will prevails among our 
nations. 

A determination to adjust differences 
among ourselves, not by a resort to 
force, but by ‘he application of the 
principles of justice and equity, is one 
of our strongest characteristics. The 
sovereignty of small nations is re- 
Spected.

They have reached a position tn the 
Stability of their government, in the 
genuine expression of their public 
opinion at the ballot box, and in the 
recognized soundness of their publi 
credit that has commanded universal 
respect and admiration. What Cuba 
has done others have done and are 
doing. 

It is a heavy responsibility which 
rests upon the people and the govern- 
ments represented at this 
Unto them has been given a new land, 
free from the traditional jealousies 
and hatreds of the Old World, where 
the people might come into the fullest 
state of development. It is among the 
republics of this hemisphere that the 
principle of human rights has had its 
broadest application; where political 
and equality and economic 
have made thelr greatest 
advance. 

Our most sacred trust has been, and 
is, the establishment and expansion of 
the spirit of democracy. No doubt we 
shall make some false starts and 
perience some disappointing reactions. 
But we have put our confidence in the 
ultimate wisdom of the people. We 
believe we can rely on their ~- intelli- 
gence their honesty, and their charac- 
tey. 

We are thoroughly committed to the 
principle that they are better fitted to 
govern themselves than anyone else is 
to govern them. We do not claim im- 
mediate perfection, 
continual progress, Our history reveals 
that in such expectation we have not 
been disappointed. It is better for the 
people to make their own mistakes than 
to have some one else make their mis- 
takes for them 


Attachment to Peace. 


Next to our attachment to the prin- 
ciple of self-government has been our 
attachment to the policy of peace. 
When the republics of the Western 
hemisphere gained their independence, 
they were compelled to fight for it, They 


determined people, willing to make any 
sacrifices to defend what they believed 
to be their rights. But when once 
their rights have been secured, they 
have been almost equally solicitous to 
respect the rights of others. Their 
chief efforts have been devoted to the 
arts of peace. They have never come 
under the delusion of military grand- 
eur. 

Nowhere among these republics have 
great military establishments ever been 
maintained for the purpose 
awing or subjugating other nations. 

We have all nourished a commend- 
able sentiment of moderate preparation 
for national defense, believing that for 
a nation to be unreasonably neglectful 
of the inilitary art, even if it did not 
invite and cause such aggression as to 
result either in war or in abject hu- 
miliation, it must finally lead to a dis- 
astrous disintegration of the very moral 
fiber o. the nation. 

But it is one, thing to be prepared 


to defend our rights as a last extrem-. 


ity and quite another to rely on force 
where reason ought to prevail. The 
form of our governments guarantees us 
against the Old World dynastic wars, 
It is scarcely too much to say that 
the conflicts which have been waged by 
our republics for 150 years have been 
almost entirely for the purpose of se- 
curing independence and extending the 
domain of human freedom. When these 
have been accomplished, we have not 


failed to heed the admonition to beat 
| our swords into plowshares.

Founded on Welfare. 

We have kept the peace so largely 
among our republics because democ- 
racies are peace-loving. They are found- 
ed on the desire to promote the general 
welfare of the people, which is seldom 
accomplished by warfare. In addition 
to this, we have adopted a spirit of 
accommodation, good will, confidence 
and mutual helpfulness. We have been 
slow to anger and plenteous in mercy. 
When this attitude prevails it is not 
difficult to find practical means of ad- 
justing differences.

In the area of political relations the 
results have been no less gratifying 
and even more significant. It is almost 
impossible fully to appreciate the re- 
markable record achieved by the re- 
publics of America in the settlement 
of the differences that have arisen 
among them, 

Because of ill-defined boundaries of 
the sparsely settled political subdi- 
visions of the old Spanish colonial em- 
pire, the independent States of Amer- 
ica carved out of it, fell heir to a large 
number of territorial disputes which, 
in many cases, were of an exceedingly 
delicate and difficult nature. 

It is a tribute to the spirit of good 
will and mutual accommodation which 
has dominated the relations among 
the nations of the Western World that 
most of these disputes have been set- 
tled by the orderly process of negotia- 
tion, mediation, and arbitration. 

The adjustment of international dif- 
ferences on the American continents 
has happily advanced to a stage at 
which but few. questions remain un- 
solved. 

This extraordinary record of achieve- 
ment places heavy responsibility upon 
the present generation to advance the 
great work that has been so auspicious- 
ly begun, 


World Example, 


It is a high example that we have 
set for the world in resolving interna- 
tional differences without resort to 
force. If these conferences mean any- 
thing, they mean the bringing of all 
our people more definitely and more 
completely under the reign. of law. 
After all, it is in that direction that 
we must look with the greatest assur- 
ance for human progress.

Purpofes of Founders,

The founders of our republics sought 
no peculiar preferment for themselves. 
That same disinterested spirit which 
has animated the conduct of our past 
conferences has given the American 
family of nations a high place in the 
opinion of the world. 

Our republics seek no special privi- 
leges for themselves, nor are they 
moved by any of those purposes of 
domination and restraint upon liberty 
of action which in other times and 
places have been fatal to peace and 
progress. 


Must Enforce Laws. 


In the international system which 
you represent the rights of each nation 


|carry with them corresponding obliga- 
| tions, defined by laws which we recog- 


nize as binding upon all of us. 
It is through the careful observance

THE PUBLIC UTILITY INQUIRY. 


In his remarks yesterday before the Senate 
committee on interstate commerce, in support 


of his resolution proposing an inquiry into 
public utilities, Senator Walsh stated that he 
had added a provision for inquiring into the 
contributions made by those utilities for the 
purpose of influencing elections. ‘I did that,” 
he said, ‘because there is a ‘view entertained 
by not a few people that the State commissions 
are not really functioning as they ought to, and 
‘it is contended that they are not functioning 
as they ought to because these utility corpora- 
tions are constantly contributing large sums 
to control elections, and in one way or another 
they thus control State conventions.” 

Senator Bruce immediately took exception 
to this remark, and said: ‘This is not true as 
far as Maryland is concerned.”’. He added that 
under the Maryland law public utility corpora- 
tions are forbidden. to make political con- 
tributions, 

Apparently the public utility commissions of 
other States wish to reply to the suggestion 
that “they are not functioning as they ought 
to.” The representative of the National As- 
sociation of Railway and Utility Commissioners 
asked to be heard by the committee. He stated 
that a committee had already been appointed 
by his association ‘‘to consider just what state- 
ments should be made to your honorable com- 
mittee.”’

ANOTHER WORLD WAR. 


Open war has been declared by the Standard 
Oil Co. of New York against the Royal Dutch 
Shell Co., which is under British control. 
Price cutting in India has begun and it is 
hinted that it may spread to other parts of the 
world. The dispute arises over the attempt 
of the Royal Dutch Shell to exclude from India 
the oil obtained by the Standard from Soviet 
Russia. The Standard asserts that the Royal

The railroads no longer attempt to conceal 


the fact that bus competition hurts.

Passengers, especially on short 
indicated a preference for bus 
Shippers hav& realized the fact that 
between not too distant points their wares can 
be transported cheaper with gasoline than with 
steam. The railroads have been fighting bus 
competition with every means at their disposal. 
In many instances they have entered into bus 
and truck operation on their own account, fre- 
quently with satisfactory results. Bus and 
truck utilization, however, entails scrapping of 
much valuable equipment. 

The Pennsylvania and the Reading railroads 
recently announced drastic fare cuts between 
Philadelphia and New Jersey seaside resorts 
in an effort to meet the ‘critical situation” 
arising from motor bus competition. The re- 
ductions, amounting to approximately 45 per 
cent, take effect January 22, and will be con- 
tinued, according to the announcement, ‘‘ex- 
perimentally -until October 31, with a view of 
determining the extent to which the public 
prefers the train over the bus, or vice versa, 
as a means of transportation.’’ 

Bus and railroad competition in the Phila- 
delphia area has been intensified as a result 
of the opening of the Delaware River Bridge a 
year ago last July. Although the same service 
has been maintained by the Reading, for ex- 
ample, its revenues have suffered a loss averag- 
ing between 25 and 35 per cent. 

The public reaction to the experiment will be 
interesting. If the railroads in question can 
carry traffic with profit at a rate reduction of 
45 per cent, something has been wrong with 
the old rate schedule. In view of the regula- 
tions governing railroad operation it does not 
seem possible that the old rates were much 
out of line. The conclusion must be drawn, 
therefore, that the 45 per cent reduction will 
establish a rate level at which only lossés can 
be sustained. The experiment then becomes 
meaningless. If the railroads can compete 
with the buses only by operating at a loss, the 
sooner they are abandoned the better it will be.

Former School Official of Capital Dies 
in Syracuse, N. Y¥. ‘ 

Word was received here last night 
of the death of Dr. Percy Mere- 
dith Hughes, 63 #£years old, in 
Syracuse,‘ N., * where he _ be- 
came superintendnt of schools in 1911 
after being prominently identified with 
the local public school system since 
the early nineties. He resigned the 
post of assistant superintendent of 
schdols here to take up the Syracuse 
position. : 

Dr. Hughes, a native of this city, re- 
ceived his early education in local pub- 
lic schools, later taking a preparatory 
course at Emerson Institute, and grad- 
uating from Johns Hopkins University 
in Baltimore in 1886, after studying ‘at 
Dickinson, Carlisle and Pennsylvania. 
He then became a teacher of history 
at Central High School where he was 
made principal and served until 1902,

When the post of director of high 
schools was created in 1906, Dr. Hughes 
was selected and served until he was 
made assistant superintendent of 
schools in 1907. He left the city tg fill

Smoke Drives Firemen Out, 

The fire in Woolworth’s started in the 
basement and was discovered about 11 
o'clock. The building, which faces on 
Pennsylvania avenue and extends back 
to D street, is four stories high. When 
the first companies arrived they had dif- 
ficulty in locating ‘the flames and did 
not think it was serious. A short time 
after, however, when a draft hit the 
cellar, the building immediately filled 
with smoke and forced the firemen out. 
It was then that the second and third 
alarms were turned in. 

For a while it seemed as though the 
flames could readily be brought under 
control, but with the explosion of the 
gas main the flames leaped to the sec- 
ond floor, occupied by the Philip 
Carey Asbestos Covering Co. Police 
Chief Hesse discovered the flames leap- 
ing up an areaway and it was through 
his orders that hose lines were thrown 
on the spreading fire. When. the flames 
began to climb Chief Watson turned in 
the fourth and fifth alarms in rapid 
succession.

Offers Freezing as Explana- 
tion for Failure of Hops 
Over Atlantic. 


WAS IN AIR FOR 3 HOURS 


Roosevelt Field, New York, Jan. 16 
(A.P.).—The third attempt of Clarence 
D. Chamberlin and Roger Q. Williams 
to wrest the world’s duration flying 
record from Germany failed today when 
they were forced down by ice forming 
on their monoplane after being in the 
alr about 3'4 hours. 

Chamberlin said he was willing to 
start a fourth attempt with Williams in 
two weeks and if necessary he. would 
change the dates of his mational lec- 
ture tour, which is to start this week 
at Philadelphia. 

The fliers dumped 330 gallons of 
gasoline before they landed at Mitchell 
Field at 4:25 p. m. 

Twice before in the past week they 
went aloft to try to beat the German 
record of 52 hours, 22 minutes and 31 
seconds, but both times they failed. 
On the first try a fuel pump jammed 
after four hours. The second attempt 
lasted almost 52 hours, a leaking gaso- 
line tank alone preventing success. 

ToGay’s hop started at 12:54:22 p. m. 
and they would have had to stay up 
until 6:16:53 p. m. Wednesday to bring 
the record back to this country since 
an existing record has to be bettered 
by a full hour to be officially broken.

All farm crops harvested in the 
United States during 1927 are appraised 
at a total of $9,115,000,000 in an an- 
nouncement by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. This !s an 
increase of $677,000,000 over the 1926 
harvest which was reported as worth 
$8,438,000,000. 

These appraisals are based on prices 
prevailing at the farm gate as of De- 
cember 1. The Agriculture Department 
warned that its announcement can not

crops. Not all of the crops were sold 
on December 1.
